WASiriNi'.TON.  .Tun.  16. — Tho  British 
embns.><y  made  public  today  th«  condi- 
llons  under  wliloh  merino  wool  may  b« 
exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  and 
lt«  possffinions  to  the  United  States.

destlhatlon  outside  the  Ignited  States.

The 
retiuest  l>ointcd  out  that,  with  tbe  im- 
proved fire  protection, system,  the  large 
water  '  supply,  "tVa»  "sire w7~ana~Bc tier" 
type  of  buildings  the  conditions  heire. 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  city's  ability 
to  control  outbreaks  of  fire,  had  been 
vastly  improved  within  recent  years. 
The  immense  outlay  for  Improved  ser- 
vices, In  almost  every  direction,  was  set 
forth.  It  is  doubtful  If  the  members 
of  last  year's  board  expected  that  the 
reduction  would  amount  to  50  per  cent, 
but  they  felt  convinced  that  a  very 
substantial    reduction    would    be    made. 

The  Investigation  of  the  companies 
In  business  here  of  the  conditions,  was 
completed  In  October,  and  for  about 
three  months  the  data  then  scoured  waa 
in  course  of  compilation,  while  luen 
were  busy  making  a  personal  investiga- 
tion of  each  risk  and  re-rating  it.

A  few  evenings  ago  a  MlxiraPted 
rather  procured  from  a  Itlnd  neighbor  a 
cup  of  milk  for  a  very  »lek  child.  A 
nurse  told  the  writer  that  a  generous 
lady  regularly  brought  milk  whsn  she 
learned  of  tho  Illness  of  bablea.  She 
kept  a  cow  and  was  ahlu  to  do  this. 

Do  tho  mothers  of  Victoria  realize 
that  It  l8  very  hard  for  many  women 
to  got  milk  regularly  for  their  babies' 
There  are.  doubtlfiss.  many  mllJcmen 
wh*  are  letting  enough. mJUc  for  little 
cbfldren  and  waiting  for  better  times 
tpr  tlie  settlement  of  their  a«9puntB.  On 
th«  other  haadi,  there  are  mAny  ^^ho 
cannot  afford  to  do  this.  The  Friendly 
Uelp  Society  often  sends  mtllt  to  those 
who  have  applied  to  It  for  aid. 

Would  it  not  be  possible  to  establish 
a  milk  depot  to  which  mothers  without 
means  could  «end  or  go  for  a  small 
regular  supplyT  This  has  been  dono 
elsewhere.  No  doubt  good  milk  could 
be  secured  for  this  purpose,  at  a  moder*

As  the 
young  men  sit  on  the  bleachers  or  tho 
i^rand  stand  and  wnfch  the  game  inrtead 
of  nlaying  themselves,  mo  their  ciders  are 
content  to  read  the  newspapers  and  ac- 
cept their  arguments  ready-made  with- 
out   too  much   question. 

And  yet,  there  never  wns  as  great 
need  for  Independent  thought  on  tho 
part  of  the  Individual.  Life  Is  dally 
growing  more  complex,  and  Its  prob- 
iAciM  mor«  difficult.  Every  young 
couple  c«n  do  something  to  institute  a 
belter  order  of  things.  They  can  read 
«.nd  study  and  pla.y  together.  Kach 
home  may  bp  made  to  some  extent  an 
intellectual  and  social  centre.  Friends 
who  are  con«r«nlal  will  enjoy  their  com- 
panionship.

I  have  been  on  active  service  since  the 
war  broke  out,  and  we  have  covered  a 
good  many  miles,  performing  a  duty 
which  has  many  records  and  which  will 
live  In  history  when  It  is  published.  .\t 
present  I  am  not  permitted  to  mention 
tho  latter,  but  I  have  asked  my  captain's 
permission  to  describe  to  you  the  bom- 
bardment of  Akaba,  where  we  pruveJ  a 
succes.*

Liinlng  the  nialn-deck,  o.a  the  Makura 
came  tu  her  berth,  were  a  company  uf 
men  fompnalng  the  K!Ji  L,lght  Infan- 
try, under  the  command  of  Captain  C. 
Swlnbourne  and  l^leut.  G.  Mltr«.  bound 
from  Suva  to  Kngland,  with  a  vlow  to

"In  the  barluy  testa  our  results  are 
not  mo  good  as  In  the  wheat  and  oat  ex- 
periments. The  frost  of  May  27th,  as 
might  bft  pspected.  seemed  to  injure  the 
barley  more  than  the  other  crops.  This, 
Coupled  with  a  cold  backward  Spring 
and  cool  nighty  generally,  produced  in 
two  cases  fair  re.sulls.  and  In  the  other 
two  casex  i|uite  small  returns.  This  in- 
dicated two  things.  In  the  first  pL<ce, 
ll  will  be  necessary  to  secure  a  northern- 
grown  strain  of  harli:>y  for  seed,  and 
In  tile  second  place  we  think  the  climate 
(It  10&-Mlle  House  will  warrant  the 
seeding  of  barley  later  In  the  Spring. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  seeding  of 
barley  was  done  on  May  7th  and  15lh. 
Next  season  wc  will  try  seeding  this

"(inc  variety  of  fleld-pea  was  tried — 
the  Canadian  Htiauty,  The  seeding  took 
place  on  June  1 6th  at  the  rate  of  100 
lb.  per  acre.

aj-ea.s  are  only  good  for  gracing  i)uiposes, 
or  as  to  whether  they  may  be  used  for 
sotllenicnt  purpose.**,  provided  modern 
methods  of  dry-fanning  are  pursued. 
To  demonstrate  this  two  farms  were 
eBtabllshcd,  and  the  rosuUsoe>^  the  first 
>  ear's  orop  have   been  encouraging. 

On  the  height  of  a  rolling  plateau, 
held  in  rc'servfc  as  a  posture  nommonago 
in  Xicola,  about  four  miles  south  from 
Quilchcna;  and  in  tho  midst  of  the  big 
Interior  plateau  of  Central  British  Col- 
umbia, two  farms  were  established  at 
comparatively  high  elevations — the  Quil- 
chcna farm  is  3,800  feet  above  the  sea 
— where  tho  annual  precipitation  does 
not  reach  a  total  of  eleven  inches.  Those 
experimental  dry-land  farms  estivblished 
by  the  Minister  of  .Land.^,  which  arc 
attracting  wide  attention,  plainly  indi- 
cate- the  pos.sibllitlcs  of  successful  agri- 
culture by  dry-farming  processes  In  thc_^ 
drier  parts  of  British  Columbia,  and  wilt 
doubtless  tend  toward  great  develop- 
ment: 10  the  bringing  of  millions  of 
acres  In  the  dry  belt,  now  considered 
untillablo  only  as  rangoi  under  tho 
plough.  , 

Tho  two  farms,  each  tilled  by  two 
men  skilled  In  dry-farining,  are  divided 
into  numerous  plots,  and  the  experi- 
mental work  Is  carried  on  in  a  thorough 
manner,  not  only  to  show  thi;  general 
possibilities  of  dry-farming,  but  also 
to  Indicate  the  crops  Which  grow  to  the 
best  advantage  under  prevalent  condi- 
tions. The  grains  and  grasses  grown 
during  the  year  included  many  kinds, 
among  them  those  grown  on  the  tjreat 
Plains  and  other  dry-land  sections  else- 
where, and  isuccess  was  generally 
achieved. 

Sanimajry   of   Baport 

In  ills  report  Profe.>5sor  Klliott  said; 
"In  Humtning  up  the  information  that 
may  be  drawn  from  the  flrst  year's  ex- 
perimental work  (1911>  in  the  105-Mile 
District,  wc  would  anticipate  th.at  the 
dry-Lind  areas  that  are  possible  of  cul- 
tivation could  be  more  profitably  used 
for  settlement  purposes  than  for  graz- 
ing,  for    the    following   r>;'a.sone: 

(1).  Seven  varieties  of  wheat  have 
been'  successfully  grown,  ranging  in 
yields  from  20  to  30  2-2  bushels  per 
acre.  These  were  all  the  whpats  tried, 
and  there  was  not  a  failure  in  a  single 
crop. 

(2,1.  A  total  of  eight  different  varie- 
ties of  oats  were  successfully  grown. 
These  ranged  from  38  to  65',^  bushels 
per  acre. 

(3i.  A  bulk  crop  of  17  acres  of  Xcw- 
market  oats  were  grown,  averaging  39 
bushels  per  acre.  There  was  not  a 
failure   in   a   single    oat   croj)    grown. 

(1).  Alfalfa  and  the  coinmnn  and 
mammoth  red  clovers  have  done  well, 
and  have  gone  Into  Winter  in  very  good 
condition,   the  alfalfa,  especially   so. 

(51.  With  oals  doing  so  well,  and  al- 
falfa and  othf^r  legume."?,  to  any  the 
least,  very  promising,  it  would  appear 
that  till-  settlors'  feed  problems  could 
be    easily    Bolvcd. 

(8).  In  a  pasture  experiment  with 
lambs  on  Spring  rye,  green  oats  ajid 
rape,  a  total  of  119.60  was  realized  from 
an  acre. 

(7).  The  brome,  timothy  and  othi.>r 
grnsses  give  t-xcellent  promlK"  for  both 
hay  and  pasture.  This,  in  addition  to 
the    alfalfa    and    clovers. 

(S).  .Ml  kinds  of  vegetables  do  very 
well. 

(9).  Small  fruits  give  promi.-ie  of  do- 
ing their  share  to  satisfy  the  settlers' 
needs. 

With  t-arley  11  nd  peas  we  have  not 
had  tho  same  sucocfis  as  with  the  bal- 
ance of  our  experimental  work,  but  the 
excellent  actual  results  and  abundant 
promise  from  the  greater  and  more  im- 
portant part  of  the  work  certainly  sug- 
gests that  these  arras  may  be  .i«ucce.<<s- 
fully  used  for  Bettl».ment  purposes.  We 
must  rememlier,  of  course,  thni  this  Is 
only  the  result  of  one  year's  work,  btit 
we  are  certainly  enronraged  to  cof.llnue 
the    Invest IgatlonH    already    begun." 

Troulile   at  QnllchaBa 

At  tlie  Qullchena  farm  on  the  Com- 
monage In  Nicola,  erARshoppcrs  did 
much  damage,  the  whole  locality  suf- 
fering, and,  in  conseiiuem  e.  the  final  re- 
sults there  were  not  what  was  hoped 
for.  "However."  the  report  says,  "there 
la  much  that  would  leail  us  to  expect 
that  results  on  the  t'ommonnge  would 
have  been,  to  say  the  least,  almost  equal 
to  those  at  10.5-Mlle  House.  The  en- 
ooiiraglng  features  with  regaril  to  the 
Quilchena  crop  might  lie  mtmniei]  np  an 
follows:

A 
thing  of  importance  in  connection  with 
these  yields  is  the  fact  that  on  May 
2Tth.  w'-heti  the  grain  was  only  3  or  i 
inn.  .    ground,  1   degrees  of  fro.«!t 

wa-       V  .need.      This   frost    killed   tho 

Mnrtiui.s  wheat  down  to  tiio  surface  of 
the  ground,  but  wc  could  see  no  ill 
effects  upon  any  of  the  other  varieties 
mentioned  above.  It  was  really  a  sur- 
prising thing  to  see  all  of  the  above 
wheats,  with  the  exception  of  Marrpjis, 
survive  4  degrees  of  frost  with  no  ap- 
preciable evil  effect.  Another  thing 
wortliy  of  note  was  the  fact  that  Mar- 
(piis  wheat,  even  though  killed  to  the 
surface  of  the  ground  on  May  27th,  still 


lamry  tiling  timntea  tb  the  tact  tnm 
these  grasses  would  have  done  just  aa 
well  as  the  brome  and  tlhiothy  grasses 
have  done.  In  fact,  small  patches  that 
have  grown  since  the  pests  disappeared 


have  done  excellently,  but  the  stands 
were  uneven,  and  we  decided  to'  ploufU 
the  plots  up  and  seeil  these;  crops  Over 
again.    KJIeven  and  onerhalf  aerea^irers' 

seeded  to  timothy  to  test  this  grass  In 
comparison  with  the  smaller  plot  ex- 
periment. The  Held  was  seeded  in  July, 
and  even  though  the  season  Was  exceed- 
ingly dry  it  grew  rapidly  and  produced 
a  first-class  stand.  ,  From  the  appear- 
ance of  this  field  as  It  Went  into  Winter 
we  confidently  expect  a  very  fair  crop 
of  timothy  nixt  year. 

"Practically  all  of  the  legumes  tried 
this  year  did  well.  The  alfalfa,  com- 
mon red  clover,  and  mammoth  red  Clo- 
ver did  especially  well  iluring  the  past 
Summer,  and  their  appcarimce  when 
Winter  set  in  certainly  gave  proml«e 
of  good  results  nc.xt  year.  The  alslk<j 
and  white  cloveis.  while  not  doing  cjuito 
HO  well  as  the  three  legumes  mentioned 
above,  yet  produced  \ery  fair  stands. 
However,  the  alfalfa  lias  dono  better 
than  any  of  the  rest  of  this  gfoup,  and 
the  report  is  that  it  presented  'a  very 
excellent  stand'  in  the  Fall.  If  alfalfa 
can  be  grdwn  successfully,  as  tho  late 
Fall  conditions  certainly  indicate,  thou 
the  great  cr-ntrsl  proldom  In  the  pro- 
viding (if  feed  for  live  stock  is  very

of  this  atatument  wc  seeded  for  pasture 
purposes  1  acre  of  .Spring  rye,  14  acre 
of  oats,  and  1-8  acre  of  rape;  total, 
1  5-8  acres.  Ten  lambs  were  secured 
and  were  pastured  on  the  acre  of  rye. 
At  the  end  of  one  week  two  lambs  wore 
weighed  out  of  tho  cxperlmt'iu  as  not 
being  suitaldo.

"It  Is  a  well-Known  fact  that,  grain 
pastures  are  not  to  be  compared  with 
lame  gra.ss  pastures,  and  when  we  can 
report  a  iciurn  of  $1!).r.O  per  acre  with 
grain  and  r^ve  pastures,  we  can  eon- 
(Mcntly  expect  that  we  can  easily  «ur- 
pass  this  resnii  with  tame  gras.ses  or 
legumoB.  We  are  preparing  tn  test  this 
out  next  year  on  the  grass  and  legume 
plots   set   out   durlns   the    past    Summer. 

•"rhc  above  results  are.  of  course,  only 
the  record  of  one  year,  and  yet  they 
point  In  no  uncertain  manner  to  the 
larger  nosslblHtles  of  many  of  these 
KO-ottiled  dry  areas  when  seeded  to  tame 
Brasses  and  legumes  under  a  settlement 
policy.  Tho  Buccess  with  the  alfalfa 
plot  this  year  would  lead  uv  to  hope  for 
even  better  returns  from  our  pastura 
experiment   next  year.

"Some  of  the  garden  vegetables  were 
sown  as  early  as  May  12th,  but  som« 
late  Spring  frosts  practically  destroyed 
all  of  the  plants.  Varieties  of  vegetables 
were  again  iiown  on  May  30th  and  Juno 
Sth.  These  .sown  as  late  as  June  8th 
did  better  than  those  of  the, earlier  sow- 
ing, although  tho  Maj*  30lh  sown  varie- 
ties did  fairly  well.  Of  those  this t  prov- 
ed to  grow  well,  tlie  onions,  beets,  tur- 
nips, peas,  rhubarb,  parsnips,  radish, 
lettuce,  cabbage,  and  cauliflower  wevo 
perhaps  the  best.  The  cabbage  and 
cauliflower  seed  was  planted  In  boxes  in 
March  and  later  transplanted  Into  tho 
garden.    .  "■■'.'."

"A  few  rows  of  ea<:h  of  the  following 
.varieties  of  potatoes  were  tried,  viz.: 
Duke  of  York,  rteauty  of  Hebron.  Sharp's 
Victor  and  (loUl  Mine.  Tiiese  all  did 
fairly  well,  although  a  slight  frost  of 
1.2  degrees  on  July  29th,  just  when  the 
potatoes  were  In  bloom,  did  consider- 
able  injury.  This  so  checked  the  growth 
of  the  potatoes  that  they  did  not  pro- 
duce ns  largely  as  expected.  However, 
we  have  2S2  lb.  of  Sharp's  Victor,  219 
11).  of  Gold  Mine,  249  lb,  of  DuTie  of  York, 
and  235  Jb.  of  Bcatity  of  Hebron.  This 
seed  Is  being  carefully  preserved  and 
will  be  tried  und.'f  dertnite  cxporiment 
next   j'ear. 

"X  number  of  bn.siit  .-s  i>r  red,  white  and 
black  currants,  gi,o.^..li.nries  and  rasp- 
berries were  tried  at  lOS-Mile  House  this 
year.  The  plants  were  all  fine  healthy 
plants,  but  the  long  time  In  transit,  and 
particularly  the  long  haul  from  Ash- 
croft  to  lOC-MIle  House,  was  very  trying 
indeed.  These  plants  arrived  on  May 
23rd,  and  were  set  out.  cared  for,  and 
water<»d  very  carefully.  Many  of  the 
plants  have  sent  out  a  fresh  vigorous 
growth  this  season,  and  the  predictions 
are  that  there  will  be  a  very  small  per- 
centage of  loss.  Just  how  these  plants 
will  survive  the  Winter  is  a  Question 
that  only  the  Spring  can  answer.  We 
have  ptirposcly  allowed  the  planta  to  go 
into  \^■inte^  without  any  especial  care 
In  the  way  of  covering  up  with  straw 
or  laying  plants  down  and  covering  with 
soil,  Tn  this  way  we  will  see  clearly 
whiU  the  actual  effect  of  Winter  months 
will  be  upon  the  various  plants  tried. 
Observations  from  tho  growth  of  these 
plants  during  the  past  season  would 
indicate  that  small  rrult!«,  such  as  our- 
rant.-!.  gooseberries  and  raspberries, 
would  do  well  during  the  Summer 
months. 

Oraaahoppers    at    Quilchana 

"The  same  varletl(>8  of  experlmcnt.1l 
nnd  bulk  crops  were  sown  on  the  Com- 
moiinge  as  at  105-Mlle  HouBe.  This  was 
done  so  that  we  would  have  r.  compnrl- 
."on  between  the  two  districts.  The 
crops  were  put  In  in  first-claps  eondl- 
lion.  The  ilinrougli  cultivation  Induced 
fi  rapid  germination  and  nil  the  gniln 
ond  grasses  came  up  nnd  grew  .surpris- 
ingly well. 

'1  lie  grasshoi)pers,  wliirh  appeared  In 
July  on  the  Qiillcheuii  l"flrm,  dniii.nged 
the  crops  then  rivalling  those  at  105- 
Mlle  House  in  appearance.  Old-time 
settlers  teit  ns  that  they  never  saw 
nnylhing  Ilk"  the  appearance  of  grass- 
hopi)ers  that  visited  the  Commonage 
this  year.  They  were  a  veritable  plague 
and  even  destroyed  the  grass  about  the 
sinall  l.Tkes  In  many  districts  which  Ihu 
flettlers  were  hoping  to  savf  for  hay.  fni 
learning  of  the  presence  of  these  posts. 
Instrucllnns  were  Issued  to  cut  all  tlie 
crops,  liable  lo  he  affected,  for  hay.  This 
was  done  with  the  grenter  portion  of  the 
crops,  but  ."somo  that  wero  almost  too 
ripe  were  allowed  to  stand  to  .«!ee  wh,it 
tiie  (jraln  would  be  like  If  an.v  matured. 
The  destruction  of  the  greater  portion 
of  the  Qtiilchena  crop  by  gra^sshoppers 
has  not  In  the  least  discouraged  us.  for 
a  crop  at  least  equal  to  the  105-Mlle 
crop  was  already  In  sight,  an  the  for<t- 
golng  report  will  dearly  show,  when  the 
grasshoppers    appeared. 

"Ill  spite  of  the  grasshopperwf  a  I)  of 
the    wheats    produced    some    grsip,    and 


that  of  ■■'•'"  •rood  nuality.  The  wheat- 
plots  w.  1  rally  a  little  farther  ad- 
vanced iluui  .were  the  oats,  consociuently 
the  oats  suffcrfd  most  from  the  grnss- 
lioppcr  ravages.  As  they  were  likely  to 
bo  entirely  destroyed,  they  were  cut  for 
feed  on  July  21st  and  22nd.  Curiously 
cnougli,  the  two  varieties  of  peas  men- 
tioned wore  the  la,"st  crops  to  be  attacked 
by  the  grasshoppers.  They  seemed  to 
prefer  almost  any  of  tlie  grain  or  grass 
crops  to  the  pea.  Among  tho  barleys 
the  ravages  of  the  pests  wore  also  great, 
resulting  in  very  small  yields.  Many 
of  the  barley-kernels  have  the  end  en- 
tirely bitten  off  by  the  grasshoppers. 
However,  In  the  wheat,  barley  and  pea 
groups  wchave  some  very  good  seed  for 
part  of  our  seeding  requirements  next 
Spring. 

"The  potatoes  were  not  affected  in  any 
way  by  pests,-  and  al  though  the  yields 
of  potatoes  are  not  large,  yet  thc-y  are 
fair  and  the  tiuality  of  the  potatoes  is 
good.  Due  to  the  small  amount  of  pre- 
cipitation and  tho  drought  of  early 
Summer,  the  siio  of  the  potatoes  is  in- 
clined to  be  rather  small.  On  freshly 
broken  land  wc  regard  this  as  a  very 
good  showing  indeed,  and  feel  sure  that 
when  we  are  enabled  to  work  our  Sum- 
mer fallow,  as  will  be  possible  next 
Summer,  tlio  results  with  potatoes  will 
be  cosIdt?rably  better.  Among  tho  vcge- 
lable.'s  that  did  sufflclently  well  to  war- 
rant tiielr  use  in  an  ordinary  garden, 
we  have  cabbage,  cauliflower,  turnips, 
carrot*,  beets,  r;i<iNli.  .^lo'^f'eb.  onions;, 
and    green   pea.-^^ 

"Three  grasses  weii-  iiicd — Bed-Top, 
Timothy  and  Kentucky  Blue.  The  ti- 
mothy was  seeded  on  April  ISth  and  ap- 
peared above  ground  on  May  lOth.  It 
grew  fairly  well  and  wxnt  into  Winter 
in  first-class  shape.  It  was  helped  very 
anuch  by.  some  small  showers  In  August, 
and  especially  September.  The  rod-top 
and  Kentucky  blue  did  not  do  well.  They 
will  bo  tried  again  in  1915.  and  if  they 
again  turn  out  poorly  will  be  ellmluatod 
from    further    tests 

"Alfalio,  mamivoth  red  clover.,  com- 
mon red  clover,  alslke  and  white  clover 
were  the  varieties  of  legumes  seeded 
and  results  were  good  Although  tho  al- 
sike  and  white  clovers  suffered  as  a 
result  of  the  grasshopper.':,  they  oame 
on  again  and  appf^ared  in  good  condition 
at  the  ailvciit  of  Winter  The  mammoth 
red  and  common  red  clovers  were  not 
injured  to  the  same  extent  as  the  alsikc 
ond  white,. and  It  Is  a  pleasure  to  report 
that  we  have  the  promise  of  good  re- 
turns  from    them  nc.M  year 

"We  are  especlall.v  pleased  lo  report 
on  the  s\n:cop.«!  of  the  alfalfa  crop,  as  it 
means  a  v6ry  great  deal  to  tho  work 
that  we  arc  doing.  The  grasshoppers 
did  not  appear  to  affect  the  alfalfa  in 
the  Icasi.  and,  as  will  be  noted  by  tho 
table.  It  weni  Into  Winter  In  good  oon- 
ditlnn. 

"We  have  tried  a  certain  number  "f 
red,  whiti'  and  hla<l-.  ciirinnt  Inishes,  bL-so 
some  raspberry  and  gooseberry  bushes, 
but  will  not  he  able  to  report  on  these 
successfully  until  next  Spring  and  Sum- 
mer, as  the  important  point  would  ap- 
pear to  bo  as  to  wliether  or  not  they 
survive    the   Winte's    succoKsfully." 

Meterologlcai  and  other  records  wero 
carefully  kept  during  the  year,  and  the 
report  Includes  the  various  tables  .i»liow- 
ing   them, 

How    Important      la      the      work     upon 

whitdi    this    report    has    l>eeii    received    Is 

obvious    to    all   who    are    aware    of    tho 

conditions  which  exist  In   the  dry  belt 

iKioattoa    of  B*ii 

The  "dry  belt"  of  British  Columbia 
Is  an  area  between  the  Cascades  and 
Helklrl:  Kanges  in  Nicola,  Kamloopa, 
Uiilooet  and  the  southern  part  of  Carl- 
boo  Districts.  It  Is  a  strip  between  two 
"wet  belts."  The  warm  moist  vapors 
coming  in  from  the  Pacific  In  Spring 
and  Summer  condense  in  heavy,  raJnfoll 
as  they  meet  the  mountain  range  nwkt 
the   Coast,   and   then  tha   douAff,   rlslnv 


"with  an  upward  current,  pass  over  the 
Intervening  dry  belt  to  full  agalu  on 
the  western  face  of  the  interior  moun- 
tain range — the  second  wet  belt  of  ilijj  , 
Sclkirks  and  Rockies.  Uylng  between 
the  two  parallel  mountain  ranges,  north- 
ward from  tho  similar  dry  belt  in  Wash- 
ington and  Oregon  tn  the  vicinity  of  the 
53rd  parallel,  this  dry  belt  ostopos  both 
tho  excessive  .rainfalls  of  Spring  and 
Summer  and  the  corresponding  snow- 
falls of  Winter — while  the  iwo  mountain 
ranges  that  bound  It  cast  and  west  act 
as  collecting  ground  for  the  numerous 
lakes  and  rivers  which  Intcr.sect  the  bell. 
The  ar.:>as  along  the  streams,  where  ir- 
rigation by  gravity  Is  possible,  were  oc- 
cupied by  the  eaj'lier  settlers.  They 
considered  only  that  land  upon  which 
water  could  be  brought  as  of  value  for 
agriculture.  The  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  acres  above  the  ditch  line  and  etrctch- 
ing  up.  over  the  rolling  slopes  of  the 
liills  they  considered  of  value  only  a.-^ 
range  land — open  range  over  which  the 
herds  of  cattle  could  roam.  So  did  the 
farmeis  of  Montana,  Colorado.  Neb- 
raska and  other  Stales,  of  Australia, 
Bu,ssia  and  In  other  places  where  dry- 
farming  h.as  wrought  wondrous  changes. 
What  liappened  In  Montana,  and  in 
other  States,  will  doubtless  follow  the 
successful  demonstration  of  the  possi- 
bilities of  dry-farming  in  British  Col- 
umbia, The  result  of  the  Introduction 
of  dry-farming  there  was  the  rapid 
filling  up  with  farms,  tho  transforma- 
tion of  the  silent  places  given  over  to 
grazing,  into  prosperous  fai-ming  com- 
munities. Already  the  pioneers  in  this 
line  of  farming  are  developing  home- 
steads in  a  few  parts  of  the  dry  belt; 
others  are  gradually  emulating  them. 
For  these  men,  and  those  who  are  lo 
follow,  the  lessons  to  be  derived  from 
the  experimental  farms  of  the  Depart- 
ment  of   LandH   win    lie   valuable   indeed.

And, 
While  our  papers  w*re  printing  these 
fantasies  so-and-so,  many  of  our  corps 
WQre  engaged  day  and  night  In  a  heroic 
struggle  against  a  foe  who  In  sagacity 
and  Inexhaustible  energy  could  hardly 
be  surpassed,  and  rivers  of  blood  were 
flowing  for  every  foot  Of  land  gained.

''Lieutenant  !•'.  P'avldson,  of  the  119th 
Battery  Field  .Xrtlllcry.  had  Just  been 
sent  In  wounded  in  one  of  the  ambu- 
lance wagons.  Karly  in  the  day  our 
gunners  had  found  It  impossible  to 
locate  certain  German  guns  which  were 
fast  rendering  our  trencher  untenable. 
The  country  was  so  flat  that  there  was 
no  possible  point  of  vantage  from  whtcli 
the  guniuM's  could  'observe,'  except  the 
steeples  of  the  church  in  Lourges.  But 
the  Germans  knew  that  as  well  as  we 
did,  so  the  church  was  being  vigorously 
shelled,  and  already  no  less  tlian  twelve 
lyddite   .shells   bad   been   pitched   into   It.

No  less  unworthy  Is  the  tone  which 
bur  press  used  towards  Jtussia.  The 
"Muscovite  hordes"  arc  in  reality  armies 
of  brave  and  efOclent  soldiers  who  are 
convinced  that  the  Czar's  cause  la  sacred 
and  Just.  We,  of  course,  are  convinced 
that  the  Caar's  cause  is  neither  sacred 
nor  Just,  and  we  are  risking  our  skins 
today  because  of  this  conviction.

A  ■  oirospondent  has  written  the  fol- 
lowing letter— ono  of  many  ..n  ihc  Mamc

/  have  heard  it  sugeesjled  In  severe! 
quartern  that  it  Is  possible  ths  German..^ 
may  mount  the  large  German  siege 
suns,  recently  used  at  Xamur,  Antwerp. 
etc.  on  the  decks  of  their  battleships 
in  the  Kiel  Canal,  and  that  these  Runs 
will  out-distance  those  of  our  own  Fleet, 
thereby  enabling  the  German  baitle«hlp.i 
to  gain   the  mastery  at  sea. 

This  may  sound  a  feasible  «cheme, 
but  it  Is  not  so,  says  Archibald  Hur.l! 
The  big  guns  of  a  battleship  are  Intpjfral 
parts  of  the  vessel;  they  are  determin- 
ing factors  of  primary  Importance  when 
the  ve.sKcl  is  designed.  They  are  not 
like  .«ilejre  guns,  such  as  the  Germans 
have  mounted  on  concrete  ba.nes  which 
they  have  found  so  conveniently  In 
statu  quo  in  Belgium.  Ships  exist  luatn- 
ly  for  the  guns,  which  are  not  placed 
on  the  deck,  but  are  hulU  Into  the  ship, 
tlie  machinery  for  fc-dltiB  and  firing 
them  going  down  and  d.^wn  in  an  artnor- 
e<l  ••well."  so  to  speak.  Uo  thin  armored 
••well"  ammunition  is  paas»il  to  the  tur- 
ret or  barbette.  In  a  Dreadpought  with 
ten  13.5-ln.  gims.  for  Instance,  there  are 
five  gun-houses  and  beneath  them  are 
five  "wells."  Consenuently  to  th.'nk  of 
naval  guns  a.«i  being  placed  on  the  deck 
and  their  mruintlngs  bolted  down  is  to 
misunderstand  the  relation  of  the  guns 
to  the  ship.  They  are.  in  fact,  part  of 
the  ship   Itself. 

The  misconception.  porhap«  arises 
from  the  stafemjnt  that  battleships  are 
••gtm  platforms."  This  Is  true,  but  not 
In  the  sense  that  chairs  and  tables  stand 
on  a  platform  In  a  public  hall. 
Aa  XmpoaalbU  Propoaltloii 
Krom  time  to  time  some  years  ago 
some  countrlcK  tried.  In  pence  conditions, 
to  reconstruct  men-of-war — putting  hi 
heavier  se.jondary  guns,  such  as  those 
of  the  fi-ln.  type,  which  do  a^ctually  atnnd 
on  the  deck,  and  are  not  an  integral  part 
of  the  ahip,  as  n  12-ln.  or  lS.5-ln.  gun 
Is.  It  seemed  a  comparatively  simple 
operation,  but  experience  showed  that, 
even  In   the  case  of  qulnk-flrlng  guns  of 

this    description — comparatively    light 

the  experiment  was  a  failure.  The  Ger- 
mans have  learnt  this  lesson  at  a  heavy 
cost. 

It  may  bs  added  that  poaslbly  the 
siege  guns  might  be  merely  bolted  down 
to  the  decks  of  the  Oerman  shlpa  with- 
out removing  their  present  guns.  Bfost 
German  hattleahlpa  are  already  over- 
gunned:  th-y  carry  so  many  guna  tltat 
It  la  believed  that  In  a  naval  action 
there  would  be  considerable  gun  Inter- 
ference. Moreover,  siege  guna  are  all 
very  well  on  a  concrete  base,  but  It 
would    be  a    difficult   matter    to    And    a

■nen  If.all  the  existing  guns  were  clear- 
»il  away— and  srill  more  difficult  to  uae 
them  with  any  degre*  o(  acoufAcy  on  • 
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platform  which  Is  never— or  very  seldom 
—  steady.  Kven  I>readnoughta  roil — 
soma  of  them  very  badly —anil  In  a  sea- 
way a  vcessel  with  heavy  alege  gun."*— - 
raising  the  centre  of  gravity  and  there- 
fore diminishing  the  metacentric  height 
— would  be  a  far  greater  terror  to  Its 
own   crew  .than    to  an  enemy. 

The  Idea  may  seem  plausible,  hut  It 
was  prolMibly  Invented  In  Germany  for 
the  consumption  of  the  British  public — 
with  the  liopc  that  It  would  make  some 
people  uncomfortable.  The  truth  is  that 
with  the  guns  with  which  they  wrere 
built  the  irerman  ships  must  fight— ^If 
they  fight  at  all.  Thev  have  In  th.-Ir 
batfleshlus  nothing  more  powerful  than 
the  12-ln.  weapons,  and  only  at  most 
128  of  the.se.  The  rest  of  the  (Jerman 
vessels  carry  11 -In.  or  9.a-in. — ton  of 
them  havo  the  latter.  Flrl tain  has  not  a 
alngle  battleship  in  or  near  tho  .Vorlh 
.Sea  with  a  Hmnller  gun  than  the  12-ln,; 
Wo  have  twelve  battleships  with  the 
13.5-In.  gun — throwing,  as  the  Klrj<t 
I..\ird  of  tho  Admiralty  ha*  said,  i.  I,2.'J0 
lb.  shell.  Very  soon  she  shall  have 
ships  with  the  new  IFi-in.  gun,  and,  as 
Mr.  Churchill  has  sUted,  a  l.:)00  lb. 
projectile.  In  the  matter  of  gun  power 
there   need    be   no   nervousness. 


Germany  Suffers  by  Policy 
of  Waiting- 

The  enemy  is  gaining  nothing  by  the 
policy  of  waiting,  but  Is  rather  suffering 
owing  to  Brltaln^s  much  greater  re- 
sources. In  shipbuilding,  and  therefore, 
ill  Btayiiig  power,  Hrltain  Is  still  su- 
preme. The  t\atIon  has  at  Us  service 
not  only  the  tho\)sand«  of  men  ordinarily 
engaged  in  creating  naval  armaments 
fbr  service  under  the  British  na«.  but 
It  now  )!»«  working  for  it  all  the  other 
skilled  workmen  who  In  peace  condi- 
tions are  engaged  In  creating  ships  of 
war   for  other  countries. 

Germany  has  no  comparablo  resources. 
It  Is  known  what  ships  she  can  be 
completing  from  the  knowledge  of  the 
ships  which  were  butldltig  when  the  war. 
opened,  it  takes,  roughly,  three  yeara 
to  build  a  battleship,  two  years  to  com- 
plete a  Cruiser,  and  at  least  a  year  to 
conatruct  a  deatroyer  or  submarine. 
Three  years  ago — thgt  Is  In  I811-l>— 
Germany  laid  down  four  Dreadnoughts, 
BrtUIn  Uld  down  Ave,  raised  to  seven 
by  the  purchase  of  the  two  Turkish 
ahlpa:  two  years  ago  Germany  began  two 
light  crulaera,  BrlUln  began  eight;  one 
yetr  scw  BritMo  decided   to  buUd  six- 


teen Ucstroyer« — raised  to  eighteen  by 
the  flotilla  leaders  purchased  from  Chill, 
and  Germany  put   In  hand   twelve. 

In  Angu.st  .shipbuilding  In  Germany, 
owing  to  strikes  and  other  causes,  was 
In  arrears,  and  her  rpsources  are  limit- 
ed. Britain's  resourcef,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  greater  than  those  of  any  two 
Power.s  combined,  and  consequently  tho 
longer  the  delay  the  more  Britain  gains, 
particularly  as  she  Is  now  completing 
the  lf)l2-i:!  programme,  when  she  put  in 
hand  five  Dreadnoughts — Including  the 
MMayn^to  Germany's  two.

A'o  one  who  has  walched  aerial  craft 
at  work,  either  on  land  or  on  sea.  will 
underestimate  their  value.  Moreover. 
something  of  the  work  which  the 
hravler-ihan-alr  mafiilnes  have  been 
doing  In  coimncllon  with  the  N'avy  and 
the  Army  bus  been  revealed  In  official 
slatemenis.  Now  It  is  reported  that 
Zeppiilln.H  are  about  to  become  active; 
Ihoy  are  to  sail  over  Kngland,  drop- 
ping bombs,  or  hover  over  a  division  of 
the  Grand  Fleet,  declm.itlng  it  with  ex- 
plosive     charges       released    at    a    great 

height— and    therefore    out    of    gunfire 

and  with  unerring  accuracy  upon  the 
decks  of  the  ships.  The  estimates  'of 
the  number  of  alr.shlps  available  vary 
considerably.  It  is  reported  that  as  a 
result  of  the  almost  superhuman  efforts 
the  naval  authorities  will  soon  hav^a 
from  10«J  to  150  available.  All  this 
sound.s  very  alarming,  w*.  are  asked 
to  picture 'a  vast  aerial  fleet  crofting 
the  .North  Sea  and  either  crippling  the 
Grand  Fleet  or  devastating  London  with 
bombs  "twelve  Inches  In  diameter  and 
(wo  feet  long." 

I  am  always  suSplrious  of  miracles. 
It  would  be  a  miracle  If  Germany  poa- 
ses.se.-i  at  the  opening  of  war  a  aingle 
Zeppelin  more  than  was  known  to  the 
naval  and  military  attnchea  of  foreign 
countries  resident  In  Berlin.  You  could 
as  easily  hide  a  Dreadnought  as  a  Zep- 
pelln  airship— In  fact,  easier  In  aome 
re.tipects—becauae.  as  -we  proved,  a  coun- 
try may  have  the  largest  battleahlpa  of 
the  sea  without  sufficient  docks  In  which 
to  put  them,  but  for  each  battleship  of 
the  air  you  must  have  a  ahed  or  dock, 
or  In  the  first  high  wind  it  will  be  de- 
stroyed. If  the  number  of  airship  aheda 
■re  counted  a*  they  were  counted,  you 
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TlDK  gives  an  aggregate  of  tweiiiy- 
one — naval,  military  and  passenger- 
carrying,  or  these  only  the  rigid  could 
be  sent  on  a  long  trip  over  the  Xorth 
Sea,  owing  to  various  technical  dinicul- 
tles  This  reduces  the  number  to  six- 
teen, and  from  thia  aggregate  must  bo 
deducted  ^.hose  lost  during  the  opera- 
tions on  the  Continent,  and  there  remain 
possibly  ten  pr  a  dojien,  of  which  three 
have  been  constructed  specially  for  use 
over    tho    sea.

Behind  the  Veil'  at  Kiel 


A  iia\al  writiu-  gives  tiic  following 
lil«l)Iy  Intel  esilng  account  of  life  at 
Kiel  In  war-time.  Me  has  been  able  to 
use  Influence  to  evade  the  stringent  reg- 
iilallons  of  th<'  German  Government 
which  have  sueoessfull.v  shroiuled  Kiel 
in   mystery   since   the   war   l)egaii. 

Klid  Is  the  most  jealously  guarded 
town  hi  I'Jormany.  HesldcH  iieing  tho 
recognlaeii  home  of  the  German  Navy  It 
Is  the  abode  of  the  imperial  rtocl;yhrfls 
and  of  Krupp's  elaborate  construct  ion 
sheds.  ITence  it  Is  to  Kiel  that  damaged 
warships  are  taken  for  repair.  Kurthrr- 
more,  the  spacious  harbor  Is  a  safe  con- 
centration base  and  is  the.  headquarters 
of  submarine  ciafl. 

Siuo*  knowledge  of  the  tnovements 
of  these  vessels,  on  wlilch  the  l-'ather- 
land  sets  such  high  hopes,  would  be  of 
Incalculable  service  to  the  Allies.  Ger- 
man authorities  have  forblddeti  strang- 
ers either  to  enter  or  t"  leave  the  town 
under  the  direst  penalties,  Kven  the 
Inhabitants  are  prohibited  from  wan- 
deilng  In  the  vicinity  of  the  harbor, 
where  all  restaurants  and  places  of 
popular  entertainment  have  bepn  closed 
since  the  beginning  of  August.  Iiy  de- 
cree of  the  loril  high  sdmlr.-il  all  neutral 
vessels    hHd     to    clear    the    port    on     tlie 


outbrealv  of  war  so  that  tht-  navy  ml, 'it 
proceed  with  its  mobilization  uuliaru- 
perod  and  in  order  that  no  enemy  might 
witness  the  secrel  nrepariiiions.  Kiel 
is   today   a    melancholy    town. 

All  tlie  enthusiasm  for  war  wldch 
marked  the  depiirture  of  tlte  Baltic  Fleet 
under  Admiral  Ingcnohl  to  meet  the 
rtusslans  has  long  since  evaporated. 
Several  of  liiose  Hue  ships  which  stejim- 
ed  iiw/iy  to  the  iiinc  of  "Doutsehland 
uber  Allen"  Will  never  return.  Olhers 
have  been  lowed  l,oine  battered  wrecks 
to  swing  idly  at  their  moorings,  the 
gaping  holes  In  their  sides  bearing  «lo- 
(jueni  testimony  to  the  excellence  of 
Uiisslan    marl^smanshlp. 

[•'or  some  days  before  ihc  declaration 
of  war  against  Russia  there  was  un- 
wonted bustle  and  stir  In  Kiel  harbor. 
The  despatch  of  twenty-two  submarines 
through  the  Kl^l .  Canal  to  the  North 
hie^u  on  the  evening  of  .luly  ;:ft  prepared 
the  populace  for  the  news  wlilch  came 
late  at  night  on  .\iigiist  1.  Germany 
had  di-clared  war  uiiori  Tlnssla  and  was 
sending  troops  ag.ilnst  France.  Late 
as  was  the  hour  the  message  spread  like 
wildfire.  r'eople  crowded  Into  the 
streets  and  the  restaurants  to  give  ex- 
pr'solon  to  tlieir  unbounded  Joy,  to 
ilanctt  and  sing,  to  carry  sailors  shoul- 
der high    to   Ihe   ilepots. 


While  tbori!  has  been  a  vei.\  coii.-jlder- 
abln  rise  in  the  prieea  of  foodstuffs, 
Kiel  has  not  yet.  begun  to  feel  the  pinch 
of  war.  On  the  contrary,  tlie  rown  Is 
abnormally  busy.  T.,arge  numbers  of 
traineil  urLlsaii.«.  cliiefl.v  engineers  and 
carpenters,  have- been  brought  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  lo  work  at  Ihe 
building  .yards.  The  repairing  aliops  in 
particular  in-e  so  biis.\'  that  tlK;y  liave 
to  bo  kept  ruuniug   night  and  day. 

AViiile  the  naval  action  off  lleliKoland 
on  August  t%  added  very  considerably 
to  the  pressure  on  the  repalilng  shops. 
It  is  not  generally  known  that  an  en- 
gagement some  days  later  had  an 
ecually  disastrous  'ousequenoe  fup  the 
German  North  Sea  Fleet.  One  after 
another  lame  ducks  were  towed  through 
the.  Kiel  Canal  until  something  like  nine 
destroyers  and  torpedo  boats,  sOme  of 
them  In  a  hopelessly  buttered  condition, 
lay  alongside  the  Imperial  Yard.  Tha«« 
vessels.  It  Is  alleged  by  men  who  iwrved 
in  some  rif  thetn,  did  not  take  part  In 
the  action.  Beyond  this  admlMion  ui«y 
refuse   to   givo  information.

Restrictive  Measures  Around 
Great  Britain 


The  naval  authorities  have  been 
forced  by  the  acllon  of  the  enemy  to 
place  further  restrictions  upon  naviga- 
tion in  the  .North  .Sea  and  English 
Channel.  It  is  certain  that  these  meas- 
ures have  been  taken  with  the  greatest 
reluctance  and  because  of  urgent  neces- 
sity. Doubfle.><s  they  may  press  hardly 
on  certain  classes  of  seafarers,  both 
British  and  neiitral,  but  no  amount  of 
private  discomfort  or  personal  loss 
can  bo  permitted  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
anything  which  may  be  essential  in  the 
public  interest  or  for  the  nation's  needs. 

It  is  with  some  difTIculty  that  the  com- 
munity Is  being  taught  Ihe  hard  lesson.^ 
of  modern  warfare.  Doubtless  the  trade 
In  the  waters  affected  by  the  recent  re.;- 
ulations  will  be  more  or  less  hampered, 
and  the  flshlng  industry  will  ho  inter- 
fered with  by  some  of  the  orders  now 
made.  Rut  whatever  these  may  suffer 
for  tt  time,  their  gain  and  that  of  the 
country  will  be  the  larger  In  the  future. 
That  greater  sacrifices  have  not  been 
called  foi-  is  due  to  our  geographical 
position  and  to  the  work  which  the  Navy 
has  done  since  the  war  began.  A  strik- 
ing contrast  to  the  way  in  which  the 
British  Admiralty  has  In  every  case 
notllied  the  seafaring  community  of  in- 
creased danger  to  navigation  as  the  re- 
sult of  steps  which  they  have  taken  is 
afforderl  hy  the  action  of  Germany  in 
mlne-luylng  off  the  north  of  Ireland, 
and  still  later  by  the  scattering  of  mines 
broadcast  in  the  track  of  peaceful  ship- 
ping by   the   Berlin. 

It  is  because  Germany  is  extending 
the^vijanger  area  In  which  her  mine- 
layers and  submarines  are  at  work  that 
It  has  become  necessar.v  to  adopt  fur- 
ilier  exi'eptional  measures  expressly  de- 
signed to  check  the  activities  of  these 
novel  weapons  of  naval  warfare,  sa>s 
the  Naval  Correspondent  of  the  London 
Times.  It  was  not  until  o\cr  a  month 
after  war  had  been  declared  that  a 
notice  was  Issued  warning  navigators 
that  the  lights  and  buoys  on  the  ISast 
Coast  were  liable  to  remo\al,  and  an- 
other mouth  elapsed  before  the  Ad- 
miralty began  to  lay  any  mines  at  all. 
Up  to  this  dale  the  North  Sea  and  the 
Channel  were  being  used  by  mariners 
wllh  .scarcely  any  restriction  other  than 
those  which  were  custom.ary  In  peace 
time,  .^s  a  consequence,  the  Germans 
were  able  to  strew  the  waters  adjacent 
to  the  East  Coast  with  mines,  and  under 
cover  of  merchant  vessels  ilylng  neu- 
tral flags  to  attack  our  men-of-war  on 
the   various  iistrola.

The  measures  in  regard  to  such  ald.-t 
to  navigation  as  lights  and  buoys  bare 
now  been  extended  to  the  English  Chan- 
nel as  far  westward  as  the  Isle  of 
Wight  as  from  sunrise  on  Decamber  10. 
and  certain  stations  have  been  establish- 
ed where  pilots  can  be  taken  by  those 
who  are  unwilling  to  risk  the  Increased 
danger.  The  Instruction  to  take  Trinity 
House  pilots  could  well  have  been  mad* 
compulsory,  since  It  might  bo  auppooed 
that  all  those  who  aaed  thaaa  trade 
roiiies  for  honeat  purpoaoa  wonM  woU 
come  such  a  step.  Such  •  eourwo,  mere- 
over,  would  coruinly  tend  |«  aftnpHfy 
the  work  «f  exiMallMMIoa.  which  muet 
be  of  Kr«»t   SniMkHaoQ*.    .

..  matter  of  fact,  it  ■was  known  some 
time  before  tho  war  that  ti  number  of 
German  cruispfs  had  been  roconstructcd 
to  enable  them  to'  do  this  work.  One 
of  tfu-  rtrst  to  bo  taken  in  h.ind  was 
ilic  .\rkona,  of  2.700  tons  displacement 
.ind  -I  '/i  knots  speed.  Accommodation 
lor  a  large  stock  of  suhnwrino  mines 
wns  providfd,  together  with  special  gear 
for  dropping  thorn.  Two  of  her  sister 
ships,  the  Frauenloh  and  Undine,  wero 
similarly  treated.  La.st  year  the  light 
cruisers.  Xymphe,  Thetis  and  Amazon, 
all  of  2,630  tons  and  21  knots,  were 
converted  into  mine-layers,  and  It  l.s 
understood  that  the  cnil.'<pr  Ariadne, 
whicli  was  sunk  in  the  Heligoland  flghl. 
had  been  treated  In  the  same  fashion. 
The  Stralsiind  and  Strassburg.  two  of 
the  latest  and  fastest  llght-crulaers.  art; 
credibly  reported  to  carry  mines  and 
iIropplru;-gear. 

"I''ver  since  the  Kusso-.Iapanese  War, 
which  demon.slratcd  the  deadly  power 
of  the  submarine  mine,  the  Germans 
have  paid  very  parilcular  attention  to 
the  use  of  this  weapon.  .Soon  after  thitt 
war  tlicy  bnllt  a  couple  of  special  mine- 
ships.  Xautilus  .nnd  Albatross,  with  a 
.spued  of  20  knots,  and  b'^gan  to  accumii- 
Intc  .in  cniu-mouH  re.«crve  of  mines  nt 
all  their  naval  clepots.  The  German 
theory,  as  expounded  by  their  writers 
before  the  war,  is  that  mines  can  bo 
employed  to  best  adv.antago  by  fast 
.ihips,  hence  the  convprslon  Into  mine- 
layers of  a  numh-r  of  spicil.v  cnilpcis. 
Such  ships  are  then  brought  Into  touch

In  this  memorandum,  after  retailing  whiit 
sea  power  Involves,  it  was  added: 

"In  the  foregoing  remarks  the  word 
defence  does  not  appear,  li  is  omitted 
advisedly,  because  the  primary  object 
of  the  British  Fleet  Is  not  to  defend  any- 
thing, but  to  attack  the  fleets  of  tb« 
enemy,  and  by  defeating  Ihem  to  afford 
proteelioi!  to  British  dominions,  shipping 
and  commerce.    This  is  the  ultimate  aim. 

"To  use  the  word  dei'ence  would  be 
iiiisleadlng.  because  the  word  carries 
with  it  the  Idea  of  a  thing  to  be  de- 
fended, which  would  divert  attention  to 
local  d'>fence.  instead  of  fixing  It  on  the 
force  from  which  attaek  Is  to  be  ex- 
pected. 

"The  traditional  role  of  the  British 
Navy  is  not  to  act  on  the  defensive, 
but  to  prepare  to  attack  the  forte  which 
threatens — in  other  words,  to  assume  the 
offensive. 

"On  one  otitasion  k'.ngland  rteparte.i 
from  her  traditional  policy,  and  acting 
on  the  defensive  kept  her  ships  In  b»r- 
bor  unrigged  and  unmanned,  with  the 
result  that  the  Putch  Fleet  sailed  iiP 
the  Mcdwuy  and  burnt  Die  ships  of  war 
at  their  moorings.  '
